INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Exemption  from  Inspection. 

The  regulations  governing  the  meat  inspection  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  now  provide  that  meats  and  meat  food  products  of  animals  slaughtered 
by  any  farmer  on  the  farm  may  be  received  by  common  carriers  for  interstate  trans- 
portation as  long  as  the  products  are  identified  as  such  and  when  they  are  covered 
by  shippers'  certificates  in  the  form  set  out  in  Regulation  56.  The  Department  does 
not  designate  how  meats  and  meat  food  products  offered  for  shipment  under  this 
regulation  shall  be  marked  for  identification. 

If,  in  view  of  the  above,  exemption  from  inspection  is  not  required  in  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  any  person  to  whom  a  certificate  of  exemption  has  heretofore  been 
issued,  the  return  of  such  certificate  to  this  Bureau  for  cancellation  is  requested. 


New  Style  Branding  Stamp. 
[No.  224.] 

May  21,  1907. 

To  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection: 
The  following  supplies  will  be  forwarded  to  you  within  the  next  few  days: 
A  new  style  of  rubber  brand. 
A  covered  branding  box. 
A  quantity  of  quick-drying  ink. 

The  rubber  brand  in  connection  with  the  quick-drying  ink  is  intended  to  be  used 
in  the  place  of  the  gelatin  labels.  The  use  of  labels  after  July  1  will  likely  be  limited; 
therefore  as  far  as  practicable  you  will  immediately  cause  the  brands  to  take  the 
place  of  the  labels  in  order  that  the  employees  who  mark  carcasses  and  parts  may 
become  accustomed  to  the  proper  use  of  the  brands  and  the  new  ink. 

Experiments  conducted  with  the  quick-drying  ink  applied  with  the  brand  indicate 
that  this  method  is  quite  as  eflScient  as  marking  with  the  gelatin  labels.  However, 
the  utmost  care  should  be  exercised  in  branding  so  that  the  best  results  may  be 
obtained.  It  is  important  that  blotters  be  used  on  the  pads,  and  especial  attention 
is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  not  having  them  too  wet,  otherwise  the  brands  will 
take  up  an  excess  of  ink. 

Since  the  evaporation  of  the  ink  from  the  pad  is  very  rapid,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
branding  boxes  be  covered  when  not  in  use. 

If  there  are  extra  branding  boxes  at  your  station,  you  will  please  forward  them  to 
the  supply  room  of  the  Bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  order  that  covers  may  be 
afl&xed  to  them. 

It  is  believed  that  the  brand  now  being  shipped  is  too  small,  and  it  is  therefore 
probable  that  a  larger  brand  will  be  substituted  in  the  near  future.  This  office  will 
be  pleased  to  receive  suggestions  concerning  brands  and  branding,  based  upon  personal 
investigations  of  the  subject. 

.  Anticipating  the  substitution,  on  July  1,  1907,  of  the  rubber  brands  and  ink  for 
the  gelatin  label,  you  will,  on  the  arrival  of  the  supplies  above  mentioned,  inform 
this  office,  on  Form  PI,  of  your  needs,  and  the  requisition  will  be  filled  as  early  as 
possible.

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Use  of  Branding  Stamps  and  Gelatin  Labels  for  Marking  Meat. 

With  reference  to  the  foregoing  (No.  224),  the  following  additional  instructions 
are  given : 

At  establishments  where  no  hogs  are  killed,  the  supply  of  gelatin  labels  should  not 
be  renewed  after  the  ink  and  brands  are  received,  but  the  use  of  the  labels  on  hand 
should  be  continued  until  they  are  exhausted,  and  thereafter  the  ink  and  brands 
should  be  used  exclusively. 

At  establishments  where  hogs  are  killed,  the  suppl}'  of  labels  on  hand  when  the  ink 
and  brands  are  received  should  thereafter,  until  exhausted,  be  used  exclusively  for 
marking  2^ork  loins,  and  the  ink  and  brands  should  be  immediately  put  in  use  for  all 
other  purposes. 

No  requests  should  be  made  for  gelatin  labels  after  the  receipt  of  the  ink  and 
brands,  but  those  on  hand  at  that  time  should  be  used  as  above  indicated. 


Marking  of  Cod  and  Kidney  Fat. 

Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  are  directed  hereafter  to  require  that  the 
cod  and  kidnej^  fat  of  beef  be  marked  with  the  branding  stamp.  This  marking 
should  be  done  at  the  time  the  other  parts  of  the  carcass  are  branded,  and  is  for  the 
purpose  of  identifying  the  fat  as  "U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed"  after  its  removal 
from  the  carcass. 


Examination  of  Cervical  Glands  of  Hogs. 
[No.  226.] 

June  4,  1907. 

To  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection: 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  cervical  glands  of  shipper  hogs  are  not  examined 
at  all  stations.  In  future  it  will  be  necessary  that  the  necks  of  all  hog  carcasses  be 
cut  so  the  cervical  glands  can  be  examined,  and  you  will  notify  the  managers  of 
establishment.-^  accordingly.

Badges. 

To  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection: 

Each  employee  on  your  force  should  wear  an  olheial  badge  of  this  Bureau  as 
required  by  Regulation  8  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  No.  137.  If  any  employee  is  now  with- 
out this  official  identification,  you  should  make  request  on  this  office  for  the  necessary 
badge  (giving  the  name  and  designation  of  the  employee)  and  it  will  be  furnished  at 
once. 

Veterinarians  only  are  to  be  supplied  with  "  Inspector "  badges,  while  meat 
inspectors,  taggers,  and  other  nonprofessional  employees  are  to  be  supplied  with 
''Officer"  badges. 

When  any  member  of  your  force  severs  his  connection  with  this  Bureau,  you  should 
secure  his  official  badge  and  return  it  to  this  office.  If  you  have  in  your  possession 
any  official  badges  that  have  been  relinquished  by  persons  who  have  left  the  service, 
please  return  them  to  this  office  immediately,  and  when  new  employees  are  appointed 
on  your  force  you  should  at  once  make  recjuest  for  the  necessary  badges  for  their  use.

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Changes  in  Forms  for  Inspection  Reports. 

On  and  after  July  1,  1907,  I.  D.  Forms  103,  103A,  104,  105,  106,  106A,  107,  108,  109, 
110,  111,  lllA,  lllB,  lllC,  HID,  112A,  112C,  117,  117A,  117B,  and  117C  will  be 
entirely  dispensed  with,  and  until  further  notice  no  other  forms  of  the  same  numbers 
will  be  in  use.  In  order  to  avoid  their  use  in  error,  all  supplies  of  these  forms  that 
are  on  hand  at  the  close  of  June  business  should  be  collected  and  either  destroyed 
or  so  stored  that  they  may  not  become  mixed  with  the  then  current  forms. 

I.  D.  Forms  HOE,  112,  113,  114,  119,  and  120  have  been  revised,  and  from  and 
after  July  1,  1907,  only  the  revised  forms,  which  will  be  distributed  by  that  time, 
should  be  used.  The  supply  of  old  forms  of  these  numbers  should  be  collected  after 
the  close  of  June  business  and  either  destroyed  or  so  stored  that  they  may  not 
become  mixed  with  the  revised  forms  of  the  same  numbers. 

New  1.  D.  Forms  to  be  effective  on  and  after  July  1,  1907,  have  been  prepared  and 
will  be  distributed,  namely,  llOF,  113  A,  and  130.  Note  the  following  instructions 
concerning  their  use: 

llOF.  This  form  w411  be  used  for  reporting  to  the  inspector  in  charge  meat  food 
products  prepared  under  Department  supervision  that  are  not  provided  for  on  the 
other  slips  of  the  110  series. 

113  and  113A.  A  report  from  each  establishment  for  each  day  should  be  sent  to 
Washington  on  I.  D.  Form  113,  except  that  when  no  work  is  done  on  Sunday  a  report 
for  that  day  need  not  be  sent  provided  a  statement  of  that  fact  is  made  on  Monday's 
report.  I.  D.  Form  113  wiir  be  prepared  from  reports  on  1.  D.  Form  113A,  which 
should  be  retained  at  stations.  The  latter  is  made  on  buff  paper  and  is  almost 
exactly  like  I.  D.  Form  113. 

130.  A  report  from  each  establishment  for  each  day  should  be  sent  to  Washington 
on  this  form,  except  that  when  no  work  is  done  on  Sunday  a  report  for  that  day 
need  not  be  sent  provided  a  statement  of  that  fact  is  made  on  Monday's  report.  It 
will  be  prepared  from  reports  made  to  the  inspector  in  charge  on  I.  D.  Forms  109A, 
109B,  llOA,  HOB,  HOC,  HOD,  HOE,  llOF,  114,  119,  and  120,  but  these  should  be 
retained  at  stations,  and  I.  D.  Form  130  should  have  no  inclosures. 

Retained  reports. — It  will  be  noted  that  many  reports  heretofore  mailed  to  the 
Washington  office  daily  will,  after  July  1,  be  retained  at  station  offices.  These 
should  all  be  carefully  and  systematically  filed,  so  that  they  may  be  readily  referred 
to  when  needed. 


Reporting  Post-mortem  Lesions. 

Some  veterinary  inspectors  do  not  give  sufficient  information  in  their  reports  of 
final  post-mortem  examination  of  retained  carcasses  (I.  D.  Form  112D).  For 
instance,  when  tuberculous  hogs  have  been  passed  for  lard,  some  reports  show  only 
the  W'Ords  "visceral  lesions"  under  the  heading  "location  and  description  of 
lesions."  In  other  reports  the  location  is  given,  as  "cervical,  bronchial,  portal,  and 
mesenteric  lymph  glands,  liver  and  spleen,"  but  the  character  and  extent  of  the 
lesions  are  not  specified.  In  these  reports  the  organs,  groups  of  lymph  glands,  or 
serous  membranes  affected  should  be  named,  and  a  brief  statement  of  the  character 
and  extent  of  the  lesions  should  be  made. 


New  Form  of  Meat-Inspection  Certificates. 

New  certificates  are  being  prepared  which  will  supersede  those  now  in  use  as  the 
supply  of  the  latter  becomes  exhausted.  The  three  parts  are  exactly  alike,  being 
4|  by  8^  inches  in  size.  Instead  of  being  bound  in  books,  as  in  the  past,  they  are  in 
loose  sheets  and  put  up  in  boxes  of  100  each.  '  The  triplicates  of  all  certificates  issued 
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during  a  calendar  month  should  be  mailed  to  the  Washington  office  at  the  close  of 
the  month.  The  number  and  kind  of  packages  and  the  description  of  the  product 
covered  by  a  certificate,  which  have  heretofore  been  written  into  the  body  of  the 
certificate,  will,  on  the  new  form,  be  written  in  the  marginal  space  headed  "Descrip- 
tion and  marks."  The  clerks  or  others  who  write  certificates  are  urged  to  remember 
this,  in  order  that  a  proper  description  of  the  product  covered  may  not  be  omitted. 


APPROVED  DIPS. 

To  inspectors  in  charge: 

The  following-named  substances  have  been  approved  by  the  Department  for  use 
in  the  official  dipping  of  sheep  and  cattle  for  scabies: 

Rex  Lime  and  Sulphur  Solution,^'  a  lime-and-sulphur  dip,  manufactured  by  the 
Eex  Company,  Omaha,  iSTebr.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Rex  Lime  and  Sul- 
phur Solution  to  13  gallons  of  water. 

Derby  Nicotine  Solution, a  tobacco  extract  intended  for  use  in  preparing  a  tobacco- 
and-sulphur  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Atlantic  Refining  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
Dilutions  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.07  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1 
pound  of  Derby  Nicotine  Solution  to  75  gallons  of  water.  To  make  a  solution  con- 
taining 0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  pound  of  Derby  Nicotine  Solution  to  100  gal- 
lons of  water. 

^'Skabcura  Nicotine  Solution,'''  a  tobacco  extract  intended  for  use  in  preparing  a 
tobacco-and-sulphur  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Nicotine  Manufacturing  Company, 
vSt.  Louis,  Mo.  Dilutions  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.07  per  cent  of 
nicotine,  use  1  pound  of  Skabcura  Nicotine  Solution  to  75  gallons  of  water.  To  make 
a  solution  containing  0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine,  use  1  pound  of  Skabcura  to  100  gallons 
of  water. 

The  following-named  substances  have  been  approved  by  the  Department  for  use 
in  official  dipping  of  sheep: 

Black  Leaf  Tobacco  E.vtract,'^  a  tobacco  extract,  intended  for  use  in  preparing  a 
tobacco-and-sulphur  dip;  manufactured  by  the  Kentucky  Tobacco  Product  Com- 
pany, Louisville,  Ky.  Dilutions  permitted:  To  make  a  solution  containing  0.07  per 
cent  of  nicotine,  1  gallon  of  Black  Leaf  Tobacco  Extract  to  50  gallons  of  water.  To 
make  a  solution  containing  0.05  per  cent  of  nicotine,  1  gallon  of  Black  Leaf  Tobacco 
Extract  to  70  gallons  of  water. 

"  Cooper\s  Fluid  Dip,"  a  cresol  dip,  manufactured  by  William  Cooper  &  Nephews, 
Chicago,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Cooper's  Fluid  Dip  to  120  gallons  of 
water. 

Chloro-Naptholeum,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  West  Disin- 
fecting Company,  New  York,  N.  Y.  Maximum  dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of 
Chloro-Naptholeum  to  50  gallons  of  water.  Minimum  dilution  permitted,  1  gallon 
of  Chloro-Naptholeum  to  121  gallons  of  water. 

'^Standard  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  Standard  Stock 
Food  Company,  Omaha,  Nebr.  Maxinmm  dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Standard 
Stock  Dip  to  50  gallons  of  water. 

"  Chloroleum,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  American  Antiseptic  Com- 
pany, Denver,  Colo.  Maximum  dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Chloroleum  to  63 
gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  per- 
mit the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guar- 
anty required  of  manufacturers  by  paragraph  3,  section  (d),  of  Regulation  33,  B.  A.  1. 
Order  143,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  Regulation  33.

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FAVORITISM  IN  METHODS  OF  TREATING  LIVE  STOCK  FORBIDDEN. 

Hiireau  employees  liave  been  frequently  warned  again.«t  recommending  any  par- 
ticular brand  of  dip  or  favoring  in  any  way  enterprises  relating  to  the  treatment  of 
live  stock  for  scabies  or  other  contagious  diseases  with  which  the  Bureau  has  to  deal. 
Des]>ite  these  warnings,  complaints  are  made  that  in  some  localities  certain  dips, 
equipment,  or  methods  of  treatment  are  i-ecommended.  While  the  Bureau  is  loath 
to  believe  that  any  of  its  emj)loyees  would  be  guilty  of  so  gross  an  impropriety,  the 
matter  is  again  emphasized,  and  all  are  hereby  instructed  that  the  owners  of  live 
stock  should  select  for  themselves  the  method  of  treatment,  as  well  as  the  equipment 
and  materials  to  be  used,  so  long  as  they  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Department. 


INSPECTION  OF  BUCKS  FOR  SCABIES. 

Owing  to  the  danger  of  scabies  infection  being  carried  by  bucks  and  transmitted 
to  ewes  during  the  breeding  season,  Bureau  inspectors  are  advised  not  to  issue  a  cer- 
tificate or  express  an  opinion  as  to  their  being  free  from  disease  until  each  buck  has 
been  examined  on  the  belly  as  well  as  on  the  back.  This  can  be  done  by  setting  the 
animal  up  on  his  rump,  or  having  assistants  do  so,  and  then  making  a  careful  inspec- 
tion of  the  brisket,  belly,  and  scrotum  for  evidences  of  scabies.  While  this  manner 
of  inspecting  bucks  may  be  somew^hat  tedious,  in  view  of  the  numerous  cases  of  scab 
found  on  the  underside  of  bucks  rather  than  on  their  backs,  the  time  and  trouble 
will  l)e  well  expended. 


INSPECTION  AND  MALLEIN  TESTING  OF  HORSES  FOR  CANADA. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  inspection  and  mallein  testing  of  horses  for  exportation 
to  Canada,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  section  33b  of  the  Canadian  regu- 
lations relating  to  animals'  quarantine,  1907,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  have 
a  few  practicing  veterinarians  favorably  located  in  a  number  of  the  horse-raising 
States  register  with  the  Bureau.  The  necessary  mallein  and  certificate  blanks  will 
be  supplied  by  the  Bureau.  The  number  of  veterinarians  registered  in  each  State 
is  limited  to  the  actual  needs  of  the  work  in  that  State.  Only  Bureau  veterinarians 
and  veterinarians  registered  with  the  Bureau  are  authorized  to  make  mallein  tests  of 
horses  for  exportation  to  Canada.  When  a  test  is  made  by  a  registered  veterinarian 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  certificate  of  that  veterinarian  to  be  indorsed  by  a  Bureau 
veterinary  inspector  before  it  will  be  recognized  by  the  Canadian  authorities.

INFORMATION  DESIRED  REGARDING  TUBERCULOUS  HOGS. 

The  serious  losses  which  are  caused  annually  by  tuberculosis  in  hogs  have  led  the 
Bureau  to  undertake  a  series  of  investigations  in  an  attempt  to  discover  the  sources 
of  the  disease  in  these  animals  and  the  manner  of  its  transmission  from  one  animal 
to  another.  After  these  facts  have  been  determined  it  will  be  possible  to  act  more 
intelligently  in  adopting  methods  for  eradicating  the  scourge  from  the  farm. 

Many  of  the  inspectors  of  the  Bureau  have  kept  records  of  the  cases  of  tuberculosis 
coming  under  their  observation — of  the  methods  of  infection,  the  location  of  the 
lesions,  their  relative  frequency  and  unusual  manifestations,  etc. — and  it  will  assist 
materially  in  the  preparation  of  a  forthcoming  bulletin  if  they  will  forward  such  data 
to  the  Washington  office  for  compilation.  Due  credit  will  be  given  in  the  bulletin  to 
each  one  sending  records  of  which  use  is  made. 
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REPORTING  CASES  OF  GID  IN  SHEEP. 

In  order  that  information  may  be  available  concerning  the  prevalence  and  distri- 
bution in  the  United  States  of  the  disease  known  as  gid,  which  especially  affects 
sheep  and  is  due  to  the  presence  of  a  tapeworm  cyst  in  the  brain,  it  is  requested  that 
inspectors  on  the  field  force  in  the  Western  States  make  a  record  of  such  cases  as 
may  be  brought  to  their  attention,  stating  the  numV:)er  of  cases,  together  with  the  size 
of  the  flock  in  which  the  disease  is  reported,  the  name  of  the  ov.ner,  the  location  of 
the  flock,  the  time  of  year  at  which  losses  occur,  and  the  age  of  the  animals  affected. 

Any  data  of  this  sort,  or  other  information  bearing  on  the  subject  of  gid,  for- 
warded to  the  Washington  ofBce,  Division  of  Zoology,  will  be  welcomed. 

The  disease  in  question  is  discussed  in  Bulletin  66  of  this  Bureau.  Recent  reports 
from  the  field  indicate  that  gid  is  especially  prevalent  in  soine  parts  of  Montana, 


NEW  FILING  DEVICES. 

It  IS  the  intention  to  supply  all  station  and  field  oftices  (unless  already  supplied) 
with  cabinets  in  which  to  file  official  correspondence,  and  it  is  expected  that  all  cor- 
respondence files  will  be  kept  according  to  a  uniform  plan.  Detailed  instructions 
covering  the  subject  are  now  in  press,  and  the  cabinets  are  being  manufactured.  It 
is  hoped  that  all  may  be  completed  in  time  for  delivery  before  July  1.  The  cabinets 
are  being  made  in  one-drawer,  two-drawer,  and  four-drawer  sizes.  Other  supplies 
will  be  packed  inside  of  the  cabinets,  so  that  each  outfit  as  shipped  will  consist  of 
the  following: 

(a)  An  oak  cabinet  containing  a  cupboard  space  at  the  bottom  and  one,  two,  or 
four  drawers  above  for  the  vertical  filing  of  correspondence. 

(b)  An  oak  card  tray  for  5  by  8  inch  index  cards. 

(c)  A  supply  of  large  blank  manila  guides  for  the  file  drawers. 

(d)  A  supply  of  large  alphabetical  manila  guides  for  the  file  drawers. 

(e)  A  supply  of  white  index  cards  5  1)y  8  inches. 

(f )  A  supply  of  salmon  index  cards  5  by  8  inches. 

(g)  A  supply  of  buff  guides  5  by  8  inches. 

Inspectors  are  directed  to  report  to  the  Washington  ofiice  immediately  upon  i-eceipt 
of  these  goods.  This  report  should  cover  specifically  each  item  above  mentioned 
and  should  indicate  which  cabinet  is  received  antl  the  number  of  cards  and  guides  of 
each  kind.  It  should  also  state  the  condition  of  the  cabinet  and  supplies,  and  if 
any  are  damaged  a  description  of  their  condition  should  be  given. 


ORDERS  FOR  SUPPLIES. 

Routine  supplies  that  are  not  received  along  with  other  supplies  ordered  at  the 
same  time  should  not  be  immediately  reordered,  as  it  frequently  happens  that  an 
order  can  not  be  filled  until  a  supply  of  the  particular  article  is  purchased,  printed, 
or  otherwise  obtained.  In  such  cases  a  record  of  the  items  lacking  is  made  and  the 
articles  are  forwarded  as  soon  as  a  supply  is  available. 


NOTES. 

George  C.  Moser,  live-stock  agent  of  the  Bureau,  formerly  on  the  force  of  Mr. 
Albert  Dean,  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  has  been  detailed  to  investigate  stock  yards  and 
pens  which  are  used  for  southern  cattle  unloaded  en  route  and  at  destination  outside 
of  the  quarantined  area,  and  also  to  report  upon  the  general  subject  of  handling  this 
class  of  shipments,  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Shaw,  assistant  professor  of  agriculture  in  the  New  Hampshire  Agricul- 
tural College,  has  been  appointed  assistant  in  animal  husbandry  in  thisBmeau,  and 
will  have  charge  of  the  investigations  of  the  Animal  Husbandly  Ofiice  on  sheep  and 
goats  after  July  1.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

The  attention  of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  is  directed  to  the  following  extracts 
from  orders  issued  by  the  President: 

All  officers  and  employees  of  the  United  States  of  every  description,  serving  in  or 
under  any  of  the  Executive  Departments  or  independent  Government  establishments, 
and  whether  so  serving  in  or  out  of  Washington,  are  hereby  forbidden,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  individually  or  through  associations,  to  solicit  an  increase  of  pay  or  to 
influence  or  attempt  to  influence  in  their  own  interest  any  other  legislation  what- 
ever, either  before  Congress  or  its  committees,  or  in  any  way  save  through  the  heads 
of  the  Departments  or  independent  Government  establishments  in  or  under  which 
they  serve,  on  penalty  of  dismissal  from  the  Government  service. 

No  person  in  the  Executive  civil  service  shall  use  his  official  authority  or  influence 
for  the  purpose  of  interfering  with  an  election  or  affecting  the  result  thereof.  Persons 
who,  by  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  are  in  the  competitive  classified  service,  while 
retaining  the  right  to  vote  as  they 'please  and  to  express  privately  their  opinions  on 
all  political  subjects,  shall  take  no  part  in  political  management  or  in  politcal  cam- 
paigns.
